The Annual Irrigation Revenue Report for the year 1926-27. 


THE year 1926-27 was marked by an important development. Work on 
the Damodar Canal project in the Hooghly and Burdwan districts was 
started during the year and a temporary Division, called the Damodar 
Canal Construction Division, with headquarters at Burdwan, was opened 
to execute it. The Division was placed under the direct control of the 
Chief Engineer of the Department. 


2. The financial results of the year and the capital expenditure to date 
are exhibited in the following statement ;—

tricts, was commenced during the year. The total estimated cost of the 
aoe is Rs. 78,14,981. The capital expenditure amounting to 


3,63,070 was mostly incurred on a broad gauge siding to th 
and the collection of materials. en © headworke 


4. The capital expenditure of Rs, 23,258 during the year on the 
Grand Trunk Canal. was principally incurred to meet payments on 
~ account of enhanced awards given by the special Land Acquisition judge 
in certain reference cases and for repairs to the dredger Ronaldshay. 


5. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the 
Midnapore Canal, which consists of two weirs at Midnapore, and Panskura 
69-75 miles of main and branch canals, used both for irrigation and navi- 
gation, and 284:97 miles of distributaries. Receipts and recoveries on 
capital account were Rs. 2,160. The area irrigated was 74,032 acres as 
against 75,698 acres in the previous year and an average of 73,956 acres for 
the triennium ending March, 1926. The receipts and working expenses 
were Rs. 2,69,263 and Rs. 2,43,458, respectively, the result. being a. net 
revenue of Rs. 25,805 against Rs. 60,849 in the preceding year. The fall- 
ing off in net revenue was due to increased expenditure on maintenance and 
repairs of the canal and to a decrease in the navigation receipts. 


6. No capital expenditure was incurred during the year on the Hijili 
Tidal Canal which, with the Terapakia Pass Khal, Palaboni Khal and the 
khal leading to the Gewankhali lock entrance, constitutes a navigation 
canal of 49% miles in length. The receipts and working expenses of the 
canal were Rs. 65,513 and Rs. 43,664, respectively, the result being a net 
revenue of Rs. 21,849 as against Rs. 85,155 in the previous year. The 
drop in the receipts is due to a falling off in the navigation receipts as the 
result of damage to crops by extensive floods in the area served by the Canal. 


7. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals form a series of natural and 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of 
maintaining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. The 
capital expenditure on the canals is shewn as Rs. (minus) 38,641, a sum 
which represents the receipts on capital account on account of hire of the 
dredgers Foyers and Alewandra. The gross receipts and working expenses 
amounted to Rs. 4,53,334 and Rs. 6,90,930, respectively, the result being 
a deficit of Rs. 2,387,596, which is mainly due to the large outlay incurred 
on the rebuilding of certain bridges over the canals and also to expenditure 
on dredging the Bhangore Khal, which was completed during the year, the 
total expenditure during and to end of the year being, respectively, 
Rs, 1,15,461 and Rs. 1,46,625. 


The Sundarbans Steamer Route is being treated as a separate project 
from the Calcutta and Eastern Canals from the year 1924-25. No capital 
expenditure was incurred on this route during the year. The receipts and 
working expenses were Rs. 66,161 and Rs. 1,21,078, respectively, the result 
being a deficit of Rs. 54,912 against a deficit of Rs. 4,04,317 in the previous 
year. The better result was due to the fact that no dredging had to be 
done during the year under review. 


8. On the Madaripur Bhil Route connecting the Madhumati and 
Kumar rivers in the Faridpur district, a capital expenditure of Rs. 46,034 
(direct only) was incurred mainly on preliminary works in connection with 
the construction of locks and sluices on the Lower Kumar river and in the 
payment of compensation for damage to crops caused by the dredging of 
the same river between Takerhat and Charmaguria during the operas 

.. The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 3,87,005 and 
Rs. 3.26,789. respectively, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 60,228 
against Rs. 1,59,171 in preceding year. The falling off in net revenue 
was due to increased working expenses consequent on heavy dredging of

9. The Orissa Coast Ganal in the Midnapore district is a navigation 
canal lying partly in the Bengal Presidency and partly in the province of 
Bihar and Orissa. The receipts and working expenses for the portion 
within were, respectively, Rs. 31,255 and Rs. 22,536, the balance of 
net revenue being Rs. 8,719 against Rs. 26,967 in the preceding year. This 
falling off is due to decrease in receipts ang increase in working expenses, 
the former’ due to floods. 


10. The Nadia Rivers were thrown open to free navigation, with effect 
from the Ist September, 1923, owing to a steady decline in the tollage 
receipts from the system since the construction of the Eastern Bengal and 
East Indian Railways on both banks of the river Bhagirathi. Hence there 
were no navigation receipts from these rivers during the year. The main- 
tenance charges amounted to Rs. 47,614 against Rs. 31,433 in the previous 
year, The increase was chiefly due to the fact that bandalling works had 
to be done at the Kaliganj entrance of the Bhagirathi river to improve the 
channel. 


11. The Gaighatta and Buxi Khal is a short channel et the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarain in the Howrah district. The khal has 
been leased out for a period of six years, from the 15th June 1921, at a 
rental of Rs. 2,000, on the condition that the lessees maintain the khal in 
good condition, subject to the control of the Irrigation Department. 


12. The Eden Canal in the districts of Burdwan and Hooghly, was 
originally constructed for sanitary purposes, but it is now used for irriga- 
tion also. The supply of water in the canal is precarious, owing to the 
absence of a weir in the river Damodar. This state of things will improve 
when the Damodar Canal, which is now under construction, is cocaine 
The area irrigated from the canal was 21,560 acres against 23,836 acres in 
the preceding year. The receipts and working expenses were Rs. 43,282 
and Rs. 77,332, respectively, against Rs. 40,047 and Rs. 50,258 in the 
previous year. The increase in working expenses during the year 1926-27 
was chiefly due to expenditure on special repairs to the bridges over the 
canal, including the remodelling of the Chowbera bridge and clearing the 
bed of the river Saraswati from Nasibpur to Sankrail. 


13. Training works.—Training works in connection with the conser- 
vancy of the river Ganges from Rajmahal to Goalundo continued to be 
carried out departmentally with the assistance of an experienced officer of 
the Steamer Company. ae and bandalling works were also carried 
out in the rivers Bhagirathi, Nabaganga, Dhalleswari and Buriganga as. 
usual. Besides shoals in the rivers hh 
dredged during the year.

14, Flushing and drainage works.—The construction of the Amira- 
bad drainage project in the Contai subdivision of the Midnapore district 
was nearly completed and three other drainage schemes in the same district, 
viz,, Panipia, Ghunis.Bemade and Hijili, to relieve the southern portion 
of the Midnapore district, of periodical water-logging due to silting up of 
the natural tinal channels, were under consideration. 


The work for flushing about 60 stagnant miles of the Bhairab river in 
the Meherpur subdivision of the Nadia district with water from the Jalangi 
was started and also the work for flushing 40 miles of the Gobra Nala in 
the Murshidabad district. The Bhairab Project IT in the Jessore district 
was prepared and sent to the Collector of Jessore to take action under the 
Bengal Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920, and two 
other schemes for the improvement of this river were also under examina- 
tion, Estimates were sanctioned for completing the Ichapore and Nowi 
portions of the Nowi-Sunthi Drainage Project and excavating a channel 
ina a the Arool and Bookbhara bhils, at the cost of the District Boards 
concerned. 


With a view to supplying water for flushing old river-beds, i uiries 
were made to ascertain whether a supply of fresh water could be found to 
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deal with the following cases :. the Gurguria and Moragangni Khals in the 
Nadia district, the Bamnida Khal in the Warahidaled district and the 
Nabaganga in the Nadia and Jessore districts,

Survey and investigation of water ways in the Manikganj subdivision 
of the Dacca district and of certain other khals and. rivers in the districts 
of Chittagong, Tippera, Mymensingh and 24-Parganas were carried out, 

In connection with the flood remedial measures near Ghatal materials 
were collected for an escape at Kushpota. 


15. Irrigation works in Western Bengal.—In the Birbhum district 
the Bakreswar Canal scheme costing Rs. 4,90,576, which will irrigate about 
10,000 acres of paddy, was sanctioned and another scheme named the 
Kashianala, which will irrigate 2,000 acres, was taken up. The former 
scheme will be carried out under the provisions of the Bengal Irrigation 
Act, ITI of 1876, and the latter under the Bengal Racadaen! and Sanitary 
Improvement Act, VI of 1920. 

In the Bankura district the Amjore weir was nearly completed. The 
preparation of the Berai Canal project, designed to irrigate about 9,000 
acres, was also completed. 

In the Midnapore district the Dolong,, Jhargram and Baital schemes 
are under preparation. 

Besides those mentioned, about 70 small schemes in Western Bengal 
are under investigation. The object of these works is to extend irrigation 
from the streams which traverse the undulating area in Western Bengal, 
which is more liable to famine than other parts of the province. Some of 
these schemes will be carried out as Government schemes under the Trriga- 
tion Act and others will be undertaken under the provisions of the Bengal 
Agricultural and Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of 1920.

Character of the season.—Since the issue of the second forecast in February last the 
crop has greatly improved in the important district of Malda and also in Mymensinghwas 
a result of rainfall in January and February. Elsewhere with the exception of 
Dinajpur the outturn remains the same as in the second forecast. On the whale, the 
season was fair for the crop. 


—According to the estimates of District Officers, the total area sowm is 
106,600 acres this year as against 129,300 acres in the corresponding forecast of last year. * 


Outturn.—The provincial outcurn as worked out from district estimates is 68 per cent.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for March 1928. 


Ae Character of the season.—During ‘the month the weather continued dry 
excepting for light and scattered showers in parts of some North and Hast Bengal districts 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. : 


Il. Progress of agricultural operations.—Ploughing of fields for autumn crops 
and deep-water paddy was progressing slowly for want of rain, Sowings of jute com- 
menced in the low land tracts of East Bengal. Harvesting of spring crops was approach- 
ing completion and planting of sugarcane crops was also carried on, 


Ill, State of standing crops.— Vegetables, summer rice and other late spring crops 
were doing fairly well. 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of standing crops were 
reported to be generally fair except in the affected tracts of West and North Bengal. The 
outturn of summer rice was estimated at 78 per cent. of the normal. 


Vv. Damage to eating crops.— Excepting in parts of West and North Bengal the 
late spring crops were less affected by drought. 


VI. Gondition of ricultural stock.—The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of Cooch Behar and Tripura. . 


VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder,—Fodder was reported to be adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan and Dacca, where it was scarce. 


VIII. Prices of food-grains.—During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quality rose in four districts, fell in nine and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province, It varied from 4{ seers per rupee at Rangpur 
to 7 seers per rupee at Chittagong. 


IX. Condition of agricultural population.—T he condition of the agricultural popula- 
tion was fair, on the whole, except in parts of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Dinajpur and Malda, where distress continued to prevail owing toa partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Test relief works continued in parts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dabad, Birbhuw and Malda.
